Crm has contracted to 
put in iron cells instead of those now 
in thr jail, and the stone of which 
th*' present cells are made was being 
removed by a local firm of stone- 
PkUCH The u-orlimc.n nacd a very 
heavy derrick to remove the lorjc flat 
Ittmee, aJid had plnced the derrick on 
the second floor of the JaiUand were lift- 
ing the stone from the Inside of the Jail 
and laying them outside the wall, when 
the floor gave way, allowing workmen 
ami derrick, together with the tre- 
mendous load of stone being lifted, to 
fall through the second llonr. Sin men 
were 00 the derrick, all fell through 
except two. they managiug to jump 
from the falling derriok. 

The men who ate thought to bo hurt 
fatally are.: 

John Irskins, aged fourty-four, 
single, Lexington; limbs all broken: 
breast mashed and skull crushed. 

Dave William*, ooJorod. aged thirty- 
three, married, Lexington; breast 
crushed, both legs and one arm broken. 

The following were slightly wounded:

and thousands of dollars have been 0h> 
tained illegally from the government 
To ferret out these rascally deeds 
would require the time of the whole se- 
cret service for a number of years. 

The most fruitful timo for the com- 
mission of frauds against the govern- 
ment was during the four or five years 
immediately following the war. Dur- 
ing that time thousands of claims 
against the govornment were brought 
and settlement made, bnt the money 
went to people not entitled to it By 
the law passed in 1M1 all survivors of 
the Mexican war living in New Mesico 
becamu entitled to a gift of 100 acres of 
land. Few of the survivors cared to 
acoept the generosity of the govern- 
ment or knew about Che measure. But 
after the railroad, had entered the 
state and the lands along the rivers be- 
came of sonic vulue, then these claims 
under the act liegan to multiply rapid- 
ly.
